County authorities Identified the dead man as 
Don Wooten, IB, Gooding His wife, E^Va Wooten, 
also IB, Is listed in good condition in Gooding 
Memorial Hospital. 

Juan Ruiz, 52, Gooding, Woolen's father-in- 
law, is in Gooding County Jail pending the filing 
of a formal charge. AuiZ:-was wounded when 
police attempted to ap p r e hen d him follawing 
the shooting incident, according to Gooding 
County Prosecuting Attorney Andrew James. 
Ruiz was treated at the county hospital for a 
gunshot -wotind in the Jeft arm and released to 
the custody of the Gooding County sheriff, 

Wooten was reportedly shot several times 
with'at least four wounds in the trunk of his 
t»dy. He was pronounced dead at the scene, 
James said. 

James said the shooting apparently followed 
an argumehl In the HuJz family aparttnent over 
the El Mexico Cafe which Ruiz owns and 
operates. He said the. JRuiz family and the 



Wootens lived together in the apartment. The 
, ^couple was shot shortly after 1 a.oi. in their 
apartment t>edroom. 

James said Ruiz, two Ruiz boya. two Ruiz girls 
and two grandchildren (the small children of 
Mrs. Wooten ) were in the bedroom at the time of 
the shooting. Mrs. Ruiz was in the apartment 
but not in the same. room.

During the forest investigation. Fridley said the teachers 
studied tree core samples and other forest evidence to 
determine past events In the forest and to predict future trends.
